And whereas it appears to Central Government that it is expedient to hold an inquiry into the circumstances of the 
said accident. 

NovV, in exercise of the powers conferred by Rule 74 of the Aircraft Rules, 1937, the Central Government hereby 
directs that an inquiry of the said accident be held. 

The Central Government is pleased to constitute a Committee of Inquiry headed by Capt. D. V. Singh, Director 
Flight Safety, Indian Airlines to hold the said inquiry. 

The Central Government is also pleased to appoint:— 

(0 Air Cmde. (Retd) P.Badhwar, Director, IGRUA; 

(ii) Shri K. B. Batra, Chief Engineer (Air), Border Security Force; 

as Members of the Committee of Inquiry. 

Shri P. Shaw, Deputy Director Air Safety, DGCA, New Delhi will function as Member Secretary to the Committee. 

The Headquarters of the Committee wiil be at New Delhi. 

The Committee will complete its inquiry and submit its report to the Central Government within two months.
